Jury's Verdict 


After hearing twelve witnesses 


testify, the coroner's jury, composed 
of J. H. Hartman, W. E. Farrance, 
George F. Hershey, Charles Shaffer, 
Eli Gotwalt and the Rev. Jacob N. 
Faust, found: "That the men met 
their deaths from injuries sustained 
when two cars collided. One car 
was driven by Richard Weaver and 
the other machine by Robert G. 
Kessler. According to evidence pro- 
duced Robert G. Kessler lost control 
of his car, causing the accident." 


Attorney William A. Allen attend- 


ed the inquest in the interests of 
several persons involved, while for- 
mer Judge McClean Stock represent- 
ed Claude Lauchman, Nashville, who 
is under arrest and out on bail for 
his appearance at a hearing next 
Tuesday before Alderman Noah C. 
May, of York, for manslaughter and 
failing to stop and render assistance 
in case of an accident. 


Lauchman Testifies 


According to evidence offered at 


the inquest, Lauchman had nothing 
to do with the accident. Lauchman, 
when on the stand, testified that as 
far as he could ascertain the acci- 
dent occurred at 2:30 o'clock. He 
said he was traveling west on the 
Spring Grove road, when he saw a 
car (Weaver's) coming in the op- 
posite direction, turn off the con- 
crete. Then, he testified, the car 
operated by Kessler started to pass 
him. The car was swerving in the 
road, and a few seconds later it 
crashed head-on into the Weaver 
car, which had practically come to 
a dead stop. 


Testifying further, he said he con- 


tinued on his way. He believed the 
rear of Kessler's car, which was 
thrown crossways in the road, struck 
his leftside, causing damage to the 
radiator, left fender and breaking 
the windshield. He said at the same 
instant his headland legs struck 
parts of the car unknown to him 
which left him in a dazed condition. 
He said because of the shock he con- 
tinued on his way home.

Sifting Olympic Hopes

(Associated Press Sports Editor) 
New York (AP)—it's a good brisk 


hop from either Japan or Haiti to 
the Olympic stadium at Los Angeles 
but the chances are that a pair of 
human kangaroos from these wide- 
ly separated lands could make it, 
if hard-pressed and provided with 
the proper take-off. 


Only accident, bad luck or stage- 


fright, it would appear, can pre- 
vent the Olympic broad jump cham- 
pionship from bouncing off in the 
possession of either Chuhei Nambu 
of Japan or Sylvio Gator, two of 
the nimblest youths in competition 
since the boys used to leap from 
limb to limb. 


As the only athletes credited of- 


ficially with jumping more than 
26 feet from a flying take-off, they 
outclass the field in an event which 
has been won rather easily by Che 
United States in seven of the past 
eight Olympiads. 


Cator Holds Record 


Cator holds the 
official 
world 


record of 26 feet, Vs inch, made at 
the Colombes stadium, Paris, short- 
ly after he finished second to Ed 
Hamm in the U. S. A. in the 1928 
Olympic championships in Amster- 
dam.
